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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 08/1 0/2009 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant's Argument: Applicant argues that claims 1 and 10 as amended overcome 
the rejection made by the Examiner in the office action dated 06/09/2009. Applicant 
indicates that the amended claims show that the present invention truncates and 
saturates the LSBs and does not truncate or saturate the MSBs. 
Examiner's Response: In response to Applicant's argument Examiner asserts that the 
amended claims are only the reworded versions of the previous claims and Applicant 
has not added any further details to the claims. Regarding the limitations discussed by 
the Applicant, Examiner asserts that still it is not clear from the language of the claim 
whether the LSBs are the removed bits from a set of data symbols or they are the 
remaining bits after truncation has been performed . Applicant in remarks states that the 
MSBs are neither truncated nor saturated, which means that they have not been 
removed from the first set of bits. However, in the claim Applicant indicates "deriving 
from each despread data symbol a truncated data symbol comprising a second number 
of bits, the truncated data symbol obtained by truncating each despread data symbol 
provided from the RAKE unit, said second number of bits being the least significant 
bits". From this limitation it appears that everything (including MSBs) except LSBs have 
been removed. Therefore, there is inconsistency between the invention disclosed in the 
remarks and the claimed subject matter. 
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Applicant's Argument: Applicant argues Easton does not disclose that the level of the 
symbols provided from the RAKE is adjusted in dependence of the level of the saturated 
data symbols to prevent overflow. 

Examiner's Response: In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., the level of the symbols provided from the RAKE is adjusted in 
dependence of the level of the saturated data symbols ) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant in claims 1 and 10, states "level adjusting the 
despread data symbols provided from the RAKE unit in dependence of said despread 
data symbols". In these claims, adjustment has been performed based on the despread 
data symbols and not the saturated data symbols. Furthermore, Applicant has not tied 
limitation "so that overflow for the truncated data symbols is prevented" to the previous 
limitation regarding the "level adjusting". Therefore, as cited in the previous office action 
the combination of Easton and Applicant's background of invention discloses all the 
subject matters claimed in claims 1 and 10.
